Paris, July 31.—Although all the di- 


rect dispatches received from Madrid,

He not only surpassed the 
speed requirements, but achieved the 
most daring flight ever planned for a 
heavier than air machine. 


He broke nil speed records over n. 


measured course and established the 
practicability of the aeroplane. 


Flics Forty-two Miles an Hour. 


Wright's speed was more than 42 


miles an nour. 'He made tho ten mile 
flight in 14 minutes and 42 seconds. 
Including the more thin twenty sec- 
onds required for the turn beyond tho 
line at Shultr }!ill. the southern end 
of the course. He attained a height in 
crossing the v.illey of Four Mile Run 
of nearly 500 fe*t. and the nverage al- 
titude «f his prac'Scally level course 
was about 200 feet. 


President Tnft arrived at the parade 


ground at Fort Mycr just in lime to 
see the aeroplane land and to partici- 
pate in the demonstration 'which wel- 
comed the triumphant aviators.

It was on January. 19. 1S72, that 


Lieutenant Adams first became a po- 
liceman. 
He 
had 'known Richard 


Croker pretty well "or some years, and 
through Mr. 
Croker» 
Influence had 


several years earlier been appointed a 
keeper'in the prison at Sing Sing. 


Tiring of this, Adams came back to 


Now York and got on the police force. 
A few months after his 'appointment 
he was dropped temporarily because of 
some minor misunderstanding about 
days off, but the following March 'he 
was reappointed. In those days he 
was stationed In the old East Thirty- 
fifth street'station. 


In 1876 he was transferred to the 


detective bureau, and during the cen- 
tennial celebration in Philadelphia in 
that year 'he spent .several months in 
the Quaker City. 


The early life of Adams, who was 


born in New Rochelle 'In 1849, was 
spent in traveling around the world 
as a cabii. boy on a sloop,' and later 
as a'steward. The sea life didn't suit 
him, 
and ho soon returned to New 


York. 


After serving five years on a stretch 


on the force Adams resigned in April, 
1882, 
to enter 'business. In June, the

same year, ho was'back In the depart- 
ment, not to leave it again until Au- 
gust, 1897. 
Then 
he 
retired, but 


Theodore Roosevelt, then 'police com- 
missioner, discovered 
his worth and 


reappointed him on the force. 


A year after ho went to 'the de- 


tective bureau, in 1877. Adams found 
the crudest kind of a system for keep- 
ing track of criminals. He first in- 
vented 
a cabinet 
for filing photo- 


graphs, which, in its Improved state, 
is now generally used for the purpose. 
At that time, however, prisoners whoso 
photographs were desired were taken 
from headquarters to a Broadway pho- 
tographer, who made fifty copies of a 
picture for distribution. 


While working on his cabinet. Ad 


ame clipped pictures of criminals from 
newspapers, and In this way he be- 


gan to gather the bits s/icj ends of the 
great collection of photographs which 
are now kept by the police, a separate 
bureau, with sixteen employes, being 
required for the work. 


In 1880 Adams was prcscnte'd with a 


medal of honor by the city and re- 
ceived the thanks officially of the citi- 
zens of Terrytown, N. Y., because o 
his work In breaking up a band of bur- 
glars who had 
long terrorized tha 


town. With other detectives he causei 
the aiTcst of a Judge's son and severn 
others as the criminals, and at the 
'same time recovered $1,500 stolen from 
various houses. 


Adams was one of the organizers o 


the Police Athletic club. He is si 
years old, and since February had 
been on duty at the house ot deten- 
tion.

Leave 
the shoulder seams open until you are 
quite sure the lining.fits, then draw- 
up and stitch in place. 


When one shoulder is larger than 


the other wadding may be used to fill

AKK BELL, one of the best known 
lawyers of the country, who has served 
sixteen terms as president of the 
Medico-Legal Society, says:— 


"All evidence has been for centuries classed 


as either direct or circumstantial. By direct 
evidence we mean that testified to by witnesses 
or established by documents or writing; 
and, 


generally speaking, the term circumstantial 
evidence might be properly applied to all other 
forms of evidence. The courts in the past have 
regarded direct and circumstantial evidence 
upon the same footing as regards admlsaibillty. 
But circumstantial evidence, whether conclu- 
sive or presumptive, is, in its nature, as orig- 
inal at direct evidence acting along separate 
lines, fully independent of each other. 


"Direct evidence has sometimes been supposed 


to be superior to circumstantial evidence, but 
oftentimes a chain of presumptive evidence has 
a very decided advantage over the direct testi- 
mony of a limited number of witnesses. 


"It has been well said in comparing direct 


evidence with circumstantial evidence that, 
while facts do not lie, their narrator certainly 
may and often does; and, further, that our in- 
ferences from facts may be false, and that af- 
.flrmative action must follow mental_ certitude, 


../based on the only evidence possible in the na- 


ture of the case, or the law must refuse to act. 
In the casD of direct evidence, if the facts tes- 
tified to ,be true, the ultimate proposition is ea- 
•tablished, while in the case of circumstantial 
evidence the facts testified to may be entirely 
accurate, and the consequent inference, which 
established the proposition in issue, be utterly 
fallacious. 
''In my .opinion circumstantial evidence has 


in many" instances a value and cogency pecul- 
iar to itself and fully equal, if not superior, to 


' direct evidence. Tor example, direct evidence is 
' subject to -fabrication and improper motive, and, 


•where many witnesses concur, it is lai-gely cu- 
mulative, while, on the other hand, the neces- 
sary correlation of facts under the conditions of 
the time, place, environment and causation ren- 
ders a successful fabrication of circumstantial

"But we must take care on this side of the 


question to consider that it may be fairly said 
that facts apparently remote and isolated may,. 
by \inexpected-and oftentimes accidental irrel-

evancy or by accurate adjustment 'of outside 
occurrences, give to circumstantial evidence a

force far in excess of its intrinsic value. This 
teaches us that w'e should be very careful not to 
convict of capital crimes on circumstantial evi- 


: 
dence ':alone;- but circumstantial: evidence, if 
complete, is often more reliable evidence than 
: direct evidence" itself. 


"The 
courts have held that circumstantial 


evidence is eaually trustworthy with direct evi- 
dence.'. Chief Justice Steven, of the Supreme 
Bench of England, was of the opinion, and right 
in .his suggestion, that these distinctions be- 
tween direct and circumstantial evidence should 
tc abandoned."

ting teaches a hoy in six months what 


required lour years under the old ap- 
prenticeship method. It carries a stu- 
dent through all lines of tile work, 
from the history Md manufacture of 
tile to the most-intricate forms and 
patterns of construction. Shop -leo 
tures, mechanical .drawing, estimating. 
on cbntract work are dwelt upon. 
The hoys from this school hare never 
had' any difficulty in finding employ- 
ment with the laVgest tile-making con- 
cerns,, and, several of -them have her 
come contractors on their own account 


The School of Bricklaying is to be 


largely expanded to. include all of the 
important bujlding trades, including 
carpentry,

A department of the Institute that is

M. Clemenceau was born on Septem-

He wrote frequent letters to the ag- 


gressive young republican to come to 
New York and in 18G6 Clemenceau ar- 
rived In this city. He and his Amer- 
ican friend renewed the friendship of 
their student days, and by him Clem- 
enceau was Introduced to a. host of 
congenial acquaintances, who not only 
contributed to his resources of Idio- 
matic English but gave him an Insight 
into American manners and customs. 


Dr. Clemenceau brought with him a

cian In the Washington square neigh- 
borhood, where many French families 
were then resident. He succeeded In- 
differently well, and' then the many 
new conditions- which he found in this 
country engrossed his time. He wrote

Paris papers, from which he reeeivec 
an Income, and It Is said that he con- 
tributed articles on the' conditions In 
the United States to the Temps for two 
years after his return to the French 
apltal.'

One condition is imperative— the clo- 
er must go into the cock free from 
rain or dew. It can be safely cocked 
when containing lots of water from its 
own juices, but not when even a little 
moist from water. 


We allow it to stand in cocks three 


or four days, or longer, before distyrb- 
ing it. On a day in which the air Is 
dry -ve open up the bunches so tha' 
the air can draw through them, and 
usually after about two hours' expo- 
sure the hay is ready to draw to the 
barn. It is not necessary to tear i 
apart and wear it out, !-s it readily 
parts with its own moisture, which i 
chiefly near the center and the hot 
torn of the bunches. 


If rain falls while the clover Is I 


the bunch it does not wet it deepl 


fter the bunches have been made for 
few hours. When ram. comes we let 


he bunches alone and the water dries 
ut of itself when sound weather comes 
gain. 
To successfully cure clover or other 


odder plants in thistway it is essen- 
ial to let the coeks alone and allow 
hem to cure and dry out undisturbed. 


Clover thus cured and aired out just 


>efore putting into the barn does not 
mrn in the mow or come out dusty, 
n midwinter a handful from the mow 
can be twisted into a knot without 
breaking the stocks or wringing oft the 
leaves. 


We also cure green oats and peas in 


the same way. Out of thirty-two tons 
weighed Into the barn one year ao< 
fed out in winter all of the oats made 
from it by the cattle were collected anc 
saved in one stack. 


This method of curing succeeds in 


ordinary weather. 
Of course hcavj 


prolonged rains mean defeat to this o 
any system unless the bunches 
covered with cloth or liber caps. 


The picking Is the most important 


part in handling the crop and must be 
carefully done. Caution the pickers to 
avoid stepping on the vines or bruis- 
ing the melons against each other when 
putting them into the baskets. 


When a melon Is ripe to pick for 


shipment the stem parts slightly from 
the fruit, so that when picked no trace 


f stem tissue is left on the melon, nor 
s any portion of the melon left on the 
tern, as often happens when the fruit 
s pulled too green. 


At the proper stage for picking tho 


netting and skin also have a peculiar 
grayish 
appearance, which is easily 


recognized when one becomes accus- 
tomed to picking for the market. 


In picking the melons in dry. hot 


weather, when they are ripening fast 
it is best to pick early In the morning 
and again late in the afternoon. 


Use the half-bushel climax baske 


for shipping the melons, each baske 
holding sixteen melons of the idea 
shipping size.

o waste every year. 


Such fruit makes a good grade

ider vinegar, and a handsome profit 
•an be made in utilizing it in this way. 


Kven !f one sprays and cultivates the 


orchard 
regularly each season 
anO 


iocs everything possible to prevent 
having aijything but marketable fruit 
there will always be a good many culls. 


However, do not allow these unmer- 


chantable apples to go to waste-. Make 
cider vinegar from them and get a 
good price for the product right here 
at home. 


Making cider vinegar is very smple. 


There is practically no Iftbor attached 
to it other than extracting the juice 
from the apples. 


Perfect cleanlinesA first, last and all 


the time is a matter of vital impor- 


Havc them all as nearly the sam 


ripeness as possible. 


should be thoroughly washed before i 
being placed in the cider mill. 


The mill and all utensils used in the 


making must be kept well cleaned if 
a good product is to bo made. To use 
unclean fruit or unclean vessels sim- 
ply invites bad fermentation. 


It all sorts of germs which are found 


on dirty and decayed fruit are put in 
the eider a good quality of vinegar 
m:ist not be expected. 


Where one has no mill the fruit can 


be pulped by hand with wooden mauls 
n a wooden trough, and where only "• 
«ullicient quantity of vinegar is wanted 
fur home use it is not a dillicult matter 
to secure it in this way. 


The best receptacles in which to put 


the cider are molasses kegs or whlske\ 
barrels, preferably those which have 
held vinegar previously, since fermen-

Radical changes must come about in 
he method of handling, grading and 
marketing their fruit crops if tho 
anners of the east succeed in hold- 
ng their' eastern markets against the 
ompetition of tho Pacific coast fruit 
growers. 


Those western men certainly know 


low to market their products. 
The 


icst looking fruit and the most at- 
ractive packages seen in the big mar- 
kets of Chicago, New York and other 
arge cities come from the west. And 
always this fruit brings top prices 
There are many things to learn in the 
marketing of fruit if one would get the 
most out of an orchard. 


The time to pick fruit depends large 


ly upon the kind of fruit, the distanc 
to bo shipped to market and the de 
mands of the market to which it i 
shipped. Fruit that is sold to the fane 
family trade should be in the fines 
possible condition and fully ripe be 
fore it is picked. Private customer 
are usually willing to pay more fo 
good fruit in a high state of perfcctio 


On the other hand fruit that is t 


be shipped a long distance must b 
harvested before it is fully ripe to pre 
vent breaking down of the tissues ( 
other words decay) before it is sold. 


One of the -most serious mistak 


made by orchardists is that of employ- 
ing cheap laborers to assist in hand- 
ling the fruit. Handling fruit is im- 
portant and the laborers should under- 
stand the importance of their work. 
Trees may be injured and fruit dam- 
aged by careless pickers. After the 
fruit is picked it must be carefully 
handled while it is being graded and 
packed. 


The consumers demand uniform fruit 


and uniform sized packages and .unless 
we meet their demands we must give 
up-our markets to the men who con- 
duct, their business on business prin- 
ciples. 


.It is a. sad commentary upon'the wis- 


dom of our commercial fruit growers 
when they allow the growers and ship- 
pers of fruit 3,000 miles away to drive 
them out of their home market, but 
nevertheless that is the proposition 
that we are op against at the present 
time. What we need is more careful 
jrading and packing and better co- 
iperation among both growers and 
shippers.

IMPROVING CLAY SOILS 


Thi<s type of soil can be very marked-
